Nixen swept the nation from 


coast to coast Tuesday in one 
of history's most massive vic- 
tories. He captured 40 of the 50 
states and approached the high- 
est popular-vote percentage of 
any American president. 


The President's 521-17 elec- 


toral-vote majority over Demo- 
cratic challenger 
George 


McGovern rivaled Franklin D. 
Roosevelt's 1936 victory of 523 
to 8. McGovern won only Mas- 
sachusetts and the District of 
Columbia in his party's worst 
presidential showing. 


And Nixon's 61 per cent of 


the vote was close to the pre- 
vious record, the 61.1 per cent 
attained by Democrat Lyndon 
B. Johnson eight years ago. 


But Democrats, ousting four 


veteran Republican senators, 
Actually gained two seats for a 
probable 57-43 margin in the 
new Congress. They lost only a 
handful of House seats and 
gained a net of one governor- 
ship when Daniel Walker final- 
ly edged GOP incumbent Rich- 
ard Ogilvie in Illinois. 


"This is a personal triumph 


for Mr. Nixon—and not a party 
triumph," said Republican Na- 
tional Chairman Robert J. 
Dole. 


With 88 per cent of the na- 


tion's precincts counted, the 
popular vote stood: 


Nixon 41,537,296, or 61 per 


cent. 


McGovern 25,506,308, or 38 


per cent. 


Though 
total* were in- 


complete, the vote appeared to 
have fallen well short of the 80 
million to 85 million predicted 
for the first presidential elec- 
tion open to 18-year-olds. A pro- 
jection by the National Broad- 
casting Co. put it at barely one 
million more than the 73 mil- 


lion who voted in 1968. 


As mounting returns pro- 


claimed he had won over- 
whelmingly what both con- 
tenders had termed "the con- 
test of the century," Nixon told 
the nation by television from 
Ms White House office that now 
"it is time to get on with the 
great tasks that lie before us." 


Then, he drove with Mrs. 


Nixon to a downtown Washing- 
ton hotel. Joined by victorious 
Republican running-mate Spin 
T. Agnew, he appeared before 
a crowd chanting the Republi- 
can campaign slogan of "four 
more 
years" to express 


"thanks for making our last 
campaign the very best one of 
all." 


McGovern, who maintained 


to the last that Tuesday^ re- 
sult* would prove wiung the 
pollsters who predicted he 
faced massive rejection, wired 
Nixon his support for efforts to 
"lead us to a time of peace 
abroad and Justice at home." 


But the South Dakota senator 


toM his supporters in Steux 
Falls, from where his 22-month 


quest for the presidency began, 
that "we do not rally to pottcea 
we deplore," adding "so let us 
play the rote of the loyal oppo- 
sition." 


That opposition Is likely to 


center in the Senate where the 
Democratic majority that sur- 
vived Nixon's sweep with In- 
creased ranks stands ready to

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Sen. 


John L. McClellan cruised to 
his sixth and probably last Sen- 
ate term in Tuesday's general 
election, and Rep. John Paul 
Hammerschniidt, 
Arkansas' 


only major Republican office- 
holder, won what he called a 
"vote of confidence" in gaining 
his fourth term. 


The 76-year-old McClellan 


crushed his Republican oppo- 
nent, Dr. Wayne H. Babbitt, a 
44-year-old North Little Rock 
veterinarian without exerting 
even half the effort he ex- 
pended in surviving a runoff for 
the Democratic nomination in 
the primary. 


During 
the 
primary, 


McClellan said he did not in- 
tend to seek another term in 
1978. 


Hammerschniidt did not ride 


President Nixon's coattail in 
trampling his Democratic oppo- 
nent, Guy Hatfield, a 65-j aar- 
old retired actor from Rogers, 
for the 4th District seat. He 
pulled in more than 70 per cent 
of the vote. 


With 1,935 of 2,693 precincts 


reported, McClellan had 231,245 
votes to 147,593 for Babbitt. 


Hammerschmidt had 51,196 


votes to 16,471 for Hatfield with 
403 of 791 precincts reported. 


McClellan said Tuesday night 


that there never had been any 
doubt in his mind that he would 
not win. "I felt confident all the 
way," he said. 


The senator, who was ac- 


cused by Babbitt of "ignoring 
an entire election," said he did 
not come back to Arkansas to 
campaign until Congress ad- 
journed because of his congres- 
sional responsibilities. "I had to 
make a decision whether to 
come back and campaign or 
stay there and perform my 
duties," he said. 


McClellan said he did not 


want to say this was his sweet- 
est victory. "All victories in 
politics have a particular flavor 
of sweetness about them," he 
said. "It was a very pleasant 
occasion." 


The year, he said, had been 


"a year of challenge, a year of 
struggle 
and 
a 
year of 


triumph." 


Despite McClellan's over- 


whelming lead, Babbitt said 
Tuesday night he would wait 
until the final vote waf in. He 
said his biggest handicap dur- 
ing the campaign was the lack 
of money that prevented him 
from getting proper exposure. 


Babbitt, with no Republican 


opposition, had begun his cam- 
paign early in the year to get

McClellan's record after the 
senator emerged from the bit- 
ter, four-man Democratic pri- 
mary. 


Babbitt, who served as direc- 


tor of the state Livestock and 
Poultry Commission during the 
Republican administration of 
Gov.

Rock office of the Housing ana

Tuesday's returns, McClellan 
was leading in all Arkansas 
counties except Crawford, Hot 
Spring, Johnson, Montgomery, 
Newton and Searcy.

people lost their lives in traffic accidents and alcohol was 
involved in half or more of these fatalities.

year there were sixteen fatalities locally. 


Speaking on safety devices, Sgt. Davit said mat the 


common lap belt was probably the most effective of all, 
if people would use them.

Dear Reader — Hydrogen- 


ating of unsaturated oils con- 
verts them to saturated fats. 
When you read a label on 
food that says partially hy- 
drogenated, this means that 
the unsaturated fats have 
been coverted to saturated 
fats. Because of this process 
commercial 
peanut butter 


usually contains more satu- 
rated fat than natural peanut 
butter. Even natural butter is 
not the best food in the world 
for a patient who has heart 
disease* caused by fatty de- 
posits in the arteries. Pea- 
nuts contain a tremendous 
amount of fat. To cut down on 
fat intake it is not a very 
good food to be using in any 
quantity. However, if you 
want the old-fashioned type 
peanut butter, you will prob- 
ably have to go to one of the 
health food stores or in large 
supermarkets you can some- 
times find it in the diet foods 
section.

The pastor opened his message by reminising a bit about his days 


in Hope and the lifetime friendships he enjoys among the people of 
Hope and its First Baptist Church. He stated that his conception of 
Heaven was not of things, streets of gold for example, but people 
and relationships with loved ones and friends. 


In choosing his subject for the special occasion, a Stewardship 


meeting on the theme Committed to Care, he stated he wanted to 


bring something that was old but at the same time as new ss 
tomorrow. 


He related the story from the scriptures concerning the "Good 


Samaritan and described three life stylet present in that account, 
life styles that are present in our day. First there was the robber 
whose philosophy was "What Is yours is mine and HI take it by fair 
means or foul."

Candidacy of McGovern was doomed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


George McGovern's quest for 
the White House was doomed 
by the blunders of its infancy, 
errors that all his campaigning 
could never undo. 


To the end they plagued his 


candidacy. And in the end they 
helped President Nixon attain 
one of history's great land- 
slides. 


In part, the fatal flaws 


stemmed from what McGovern 
had to do—or thought he had to 
do—to catch up and win the 
Democratic nomination in the 
first place. 


But two problems stand out 


above all the rest: 


—The 
admittedly ill-con- 


ceived McGovern proposal that 
every American be given $1,000 


by the government. He dropped 
it, but was never able to forget 
it. And the Republicans used it 
to help implant the notion that, 
if elected, McGovem would 
give away the money of the 
workingman to people who re- 
fuse to work. 
-The case of Sen. Thomas F. 


Eagleton, the vice-presidential 
nominee McGovern deposed- 


after promising him 1,000 per 
cent support despite hi* tardy 
disclosure of past mental 
treatments. 


Those, and an assortment of 


other incidents, statements and 
slipups, enabled Nixon's forces 
to make McGovern himself the 
central campaign issue. 


That effectively denied him 


the traditional offensive role of

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the challenger, and shielded 
Nixon from the necessity of any 
intensive personal campaigning 
to defend his conduct in office. 


It was particularly valuable 


to a president whose own cam- 
paign organization had been 
implicated in the June 17 wire- 
tapping of Democratic national 
headquarters, and whose top 
White House aides had been ac- 
cused of political sabotage and

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And it was particularly frus- 


trating to McGovern, struggling 
to take the attack, but always 
forced to defend. Nothing net- 
tled him more than the fact 
that his own credibility, once 
rated his greatest asset, was 
put in question. 
.Jt was the image of radi- 
calism on one hand and in- 
decision on the other that ap- 
peared the central McGovem 
problem. 


In that situation, McGovem 


steadily escaiatad the tone and 
wording of his attacks on Nixon 
and, in the process, aggravated 
the problem. He overstated his 
case, then had to defend the 
overstatements. 


It was a campaign McGovern 


began on Jan. 18, 1971, in des- 
perate need of exposure and at- 
tention to propel him out of 
single figures in the public- 
opinion polls. At that point, no 
one could foresee that Sen. Ed- 
mund S. Muskie of Maine, then 
the towering favorite for the 
Democratic nomination, would 
be toppled in the 1972 pri- 
maries. 


For a year, McGovern cam- 


paigned almost unnoticed. He 
went through three press secre- 
taries in search of someone 
who could help him command 
national attention. 


That quest, and the effort to 


shape an identifiably different 
position 
among Democratic 


contenders, helps account for 
the 
error 
that 
haunted 


McGovern to election day: the 
$l,000-grant proposal. 


McGovern unveiled it on Dec. 


23, 1971, saying he would drop 
the welfare program and in- 
stead give about $1,000 a year 
to everyone from "the poorest 
migrant workers to the Rock- 
efellers." The money was to be 
taxed back from the relatively 
affluent. 


He offered no estimate of the 


cost. 


As with his other proposals of 


those early days, it went al- 
most 
unnoticed—to 
emerge 


months later as a major issue 
and a major problem. 


That came during the Califor- 


nia presidential-primary 
cam- 


paign, when McGovern de- 
feated Sen. Hubert H. Humph- 
rey of Minnesota in the contest 
that clinched his spot atop the 
Democratic ticket. 


Humphrey hammered at the 


issue, called McGovern "the 
handout candidate," accused 
huu of playing "the politics of 
deception." 


Nixon's 
Republicans 
were 


carefully taking notes. 


On Aug. 29, in a Wall Street 


speech, McGovern dropped the 
income-grant plan in favor i,I a 
federally financed welfare sys- 
tem to provide about $4,000 a 
year to a needy family of four. 
Again and again, he said it 


would give nothing to anybody 
able to work. 


But the old proposal, and the 


impression 
it 
left, 
never 


stopped haunting hi* campaign. 


The Eagleton case really be- 


gan with a question, put, by the 
Missouri senator's account, by 
Frank 
Mankiewlcx, • top 


McGovem aide: "Tom, do you 
have any skeletons rattling 
around in your closet?" 


Eagleton said no, and hours 


later, on July 13, he was duly 
nominated to run for vice presi- 
dent with McGovem. 


Then, on July 25, the running- 


mates appeared together in 
Custer, S.D., Eagleton to an- 
nounce that he had three times 
been hospitalized for nervous 
exhaustion and fatigue, and 
twice had undergone etodrhv 
shock treatments. 


"I am 1,000 per cent for Tom 


Eagleton and I have no in- 
tention of dropping him from 
the ticket," McGovem said. 


But six days later, he did just 


that, saying that Eagteton's 
medical history would other- 
wise come to dominate the 
campaign. 


Long afterwards, McGovem 


said he believed "the Eagleton 
thing" was at the root of what 
had then become his credibility 
problem. "I've tried to explain 
to people that a political leader 
who won't change his mind is 
really a menace rather than a 
leader. 


"But I think that was the rea-

Only when he came to a candi- 
date with no constituency of his 
own, 
Sargent Shriver, did 


McGovern find a new partner. 
The Democratic National 
Committee nominated Shriver 
on Aug. 8. 


But what was designed to be 


a six-week Democratic head- 
start on the campaign became, 
instead, a time of disarray. 
Amid the Eagteton case and its 
aftermath, the How of cam- 
paign donations—never 
enough—diminished to • 
trickle. The polls showed 
McGovem losing ground to Nix- 
on. 


There were organisational 


problems 


Starting from nowhere in hla 


drive for the nomination, 
McGovern had of necessity put 
together his own organisation 
in the primaries, usually run- 
ning headon into the opposition 
of the party establishment 


That, too, left its scan, no- 


tably in Chicago, whose Mayor 
Richard J. Daley was daniad • 
seat in the convention that 
nominated McGovem. While 
Daley came around, some in 
his organization never ap- 
peared to be wholeheartedly be- 
hind McGovem. 


There were the highly publi- 


cized defections of Democrats 
for Nixon, notably that of John 
B. Connally, Nixon's former 
secretary of the Treasury. 
"Good 
riddance," 
said 


McGovem. "We didn't kick 
Connally out, he left." 


But there was evidence that a 


good many other Democrats 
were leaving, too, concerned, 
Connally 
said, 
about 


McGovern's proposed defense 
posture; the nominee advocated 
cuts of some $30 billion in de- 
fense spending over • three- 
year period. 


McGovam haat praaaatod a 


detailed defeiuMhapendinc blue- 
print, a document that had the 
virtue of telling the voters pre- 
cisely what be proposed to do. 


But it had the political draw- 


back of permitting the Republi- 
cans to aasert that it would cost 
jobs, and to churn out figures 
about whan, and how many. 


McGovern remained a candi- 


date in search of a theme that 
would grab the American voter. 
He never found it. 


He said he was especially 


puzzled aa to why the Water- 
gate sabotage charges didn't 
take hold. He called Nixon's the 
moat corrupt, wasteful and 
reckless administration in 
American history. 


What it got him, in his own

campaign television appear- 
ance*, with voters telephoning 
their questions, was the sugges- 
tion that he was mud-slinging, 
that he changed his mind re- 
peatedly. 


In the primaries, McGovem 


had used maximum organ- 
nation, door-to-door canvass- 
ing, and emphasis on positions 
specifically designed to appeal 
to the left side of the party, to 
come from behind and win. It 
worked: He captured 10 of 23 
presidential primaries. 


Early in the campaign, 


McGovem said he had to reach 
out, broaden his constituency 
without compromising his prin- 
ciples. 


"I can't win with the 30 per 


cent of the people who gave me 
the nomination," he said. 


He was right.

NEW YORK (AP) — The vo- 


luntary egression rate among 
managers in their 30s has been 
shooting upward since the first 
of the year, said the professor. 
Optimism prevails, and the 
yoiaig mobiles are changing 
jobs again. 


It is nothing unexpected. Just 


as water churns when the 
kettle is heated, so also do the 
spirited, talented young man- 
agers begin to move about 
when the economy gets hot. 


Eugene Jennings, who has 


spent his adult life - he's a bit 
on the far side of 40 — studying 
executive mobility, maintains 
that this group is the avant- 
garde of Job changers, and that 
younger and older executives 
will follow their lead. 


"This group is vital to un- 


derstanding business econom- 
ics," he said. "They have the 
moat mobility, the greatest ca- 
pacity to be optimistic. They 
are a good barometer of optim- 
ism. When they move it means 
people are betting on the fu- 
ture." 


For at least two years this 


group, which usually is the 
most free to change jobs, was 
frustrated. "Intelligence dic- 
tated that they watch their 
nests." They were unable to 
hasten their careers by job 
changes. 


But there is more than optim- 


ism and ambition involved in 
executive churning, which still 
isn't as intense as it was in pre- 
receasion days but may be 
double the rate of 1969 and 
1970. 


Between 1965 and 19M, said 


Jennings, who is a professor at 
Michigan State University, an 
author and business consultant, 
many companies 
recruited 


more talent than they needed.

now moving on, said Jennings, 
who maintains 41 listening 
posts in corporations. Their em- 
ployment was never reinforced 
by the company, he said. They 
weren't told they were wanted. 


Easing their movement is the 


fact that opportunities of age 
exist. Because of the vagaries 
of birth rates and economic 
growth, middle-age managers 
are in growing demand. There 
are openings for those in their 
late 30s to mid-40s.

ic candidate for vice president. 


He was asked Tuesday night 


what he would do after his sec- 
ond two-year term expired. 


"Give me ai toast a year's 


respite," Bumpers responded. 


He said he wanted to see how

At the midway point of the

You'll need: baking soda, 


corn starch, rolling pin. 
cord, dislodged stones from 
old costume jewelry, broom 
straws, defrosted frozen 
peas, pipe cleaners, paper 
clips, poster paints, paint 
brush, clear shellac and 
wire. And here's the recipe 
for play clay: 
2 cups baking soda (one 


1-pound package) 


1 cup corn starch 
l'/i cups cold water 


Whisk together the baking 


soda and corn starch in a 
saucepan. Mix in the water 


and bring to boil over medi- 
um heat stirring constantly. 
Cook a minute longer or 
until mixture resembles 
moist mashed potatoes. Re- 
move immediately from 
the heat (over-cooking 
makes clay crumbly) and 
turn out onto plate. Cover 
with a damp cloth and when 
cool enough to handle, 
knead a little. Store all but 
the clay you're about to use 
in closed plastic bag. 


Now roll out clay on wax 


paper to ' 4-inch thickness. 
Stamp out animals with 
cookie cutters. If you prefer 
your own designs make cut- 
out cardboard patterns. 


Make cardboard pattern for 
Noah. Add hanging attach- 
ments by pressing snipped 
off out end of paper clip into 
top edge of each character. 
Now with toothpick, or tip 
of sharp knife, press identi- 
fying features into clay: 
stones for eyes: broom 
straws for whiskers; curly- 
cued pipe cleaners for 
lamb's wool: peas for alli- 
gator scales: snips of 
frayed cord for tails, matte, 
Noah's hair, beard and 
sash. Slide finished pieces 
onto cookie sheet and wait 
a day or two until they are 
bone dry. Then paint, using 
water colors, tempera or

Now to put Noah and his 


companions aloft. To form 
the vertical center bar of 
the mobile, take five 6-inch 
lengths of fairly heavy 
wire, forming a hook at the 
end of each. Hook lengths 
together. For your horizon- 
tal bars cut four lengths of 
wire varying from 18-inches 
for the top bar to 6-inches 
for the bottom bar. Form a 
loop at the center of each 
bar. Horizontal bars now 
hook onto vertical bars, and 
animals get attached to 
each end of horizontal bars. 
Noah hangs from the bot- 
tom.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


voters who gave President Nix- 
on 
his 
landslide 
victory 


Tuesday also left the Congress 
firmly in the control of the op- 
position Democratic party. 


The Democrat! widened their 


margin in the Senate to 57 to 
43, a gain of two. 


With only seven of the 435 


House races undecided, Re- 
publicans had made a net gain 
of 11, compared with the 41 
needed to take control. And 
some of the new Republicans 
replace conservative Southern 
Democrats who generally had 
voted with the administration. 


The Senate outcome was an 


especially hard blow to Re- 
publican hopes. The OOP had 
written off the House as prob- 
ably unwinmbte, but needed a 
gain of only five to take control 
of the Senate and thought there 
was a real chance. 


But there was consolation for 


Republican strategists working 
for a full two-party system in 
the South, when many voters 
in recent years had shown 
readiness to vote for Republi- 
can presidential candidates, but 
stuck with Democratic candi- 
dates at other levels. 


Two Republicans were elect- 


ed to the House from Mis- 
sissippi and one from Loui- 
siana, the first since the Recon- 
struction period after the Civil 
War. And in Virginia, William 
L. Scott defeated Sen. William 
B. Spong to became the first 
Republican senator from the 
Old Dominion since 1892.

member of the Armed Services 
Committee. 


But the Democrats lost a Sen- 


ate seat in North Carolina. 
Rep. Nick Galifianatos, who de- 
feated Democratic Sen. Everett 
Jordan in the primary, was de- 
feated in turn by a self-de- 
scribed conservative Republi- 
can television editorialist, Jesre 
Helms. 


A stunner was the defeat of 


Sen. Gordon Allott of Colorado, 
chairman of the Senate Re- 
publican Policy Committee and 
an administration stalwart, by 
Democrat Floyd K. Kartell. Al- 
lott had been expected to win 
easily. 


In Rhode Island, Democratic 


Sen. Claiborne Pell, once re- 
garded aa an underdog, won by 
a comfortable 
margin over 


John H. Chafee, who resigned 
aa Secretary of the Navy to 
carry the Republican standard 
in the Senate race. 


Four Senate seats vacated by 


incumbents changed hands— 
and the net result waa a stand- 
off. 


Republican Dewey F. Barttett 


defeated Democratic Rap. Ed 
Edmondson in Oklahoma to 
take over the seat vacated by 
Democrat Fred R. Harris. 


The New Mexico seat left 


open by Democratic Sen. Clin- 
ton P. Anderson went to Re- 
publican Pete V. Domenfci, 
who defeated Democrat Jack 
Daniels. 


In 
South Dakota—George 


McGovem's home state which 
he failed to carry—the voters 
chose a Democrat, Rep. James 
Aboureik, for the Senate seat 
vacated by Republican Karl 
Mundt. 


And in Kentucky, Democrat 


Walter Huddleston defeated ex- 
Gov. Louie B. Nunn to win the 
seat formerly held by Republi- 
can John Sherman Cooper. 


The youngest victor was 29- 


year-old Democrat Joseph R. 
Biden Jr., who defeated Sen. J. 
Caleb Boggs, Republican, in 
Delaware. 


Sen. Jack Milter of Iowa, one 


of the principal Republican 
Senate spokesmen on economic 
matters, lost to Democrat Dick 
Clark. 


Rep. Hale Bogp of Loui- 


siana, Democratic leader of the 
House who has been missing 
since his plane disappeared In 
Alaska, was re-elected without 
opposition. 
. 


Rep. Nick Begtch, D-Alaaka, 


missing with Boggs, also was 
re-elected. 


With returns still Incomplete, 


it appeared the number of wo- 
men in the House would in- 


crease from 12 to at toast IS, 
and that the number of bladt 
member! would go from 13 to 
10. 


Rep. William R. Anderson, D- 


Tern., former captain of the 
atomic submarine Nautilus, 
was defeated by Republican 
Robin L. Beard. 


Rep. Bella S. Abng, D-N.Y., 


defeated PrisdDa Ryan, widow 
of Rep. William F. Ryan, D- 
N.Y., who died shortly after he 
won the nomination over Mrs. 
Abng. She opposed him in the 
primary after a redlatricting. 
After Ms death, she was desig- 
nated the Democratic nominee. 
Mrs. Ryan ran as a Liberal 
party candidate after toeing the 
Democratic nomination to Mrs. 
Abcug.

MATERIALS: Tootsie Fla- 
vor Rolls, Candy Berries, 
Fruit Fills, Black Crows, 
Sour Drops, cardboard, 
gold or silver cord. 


EQUIPMENT. Rolling pin, 
sharp scissors and double 
boiler. 
DIRECTIONS: Draw de- 
sired pattern shape — tree, 
bell, candle, angel — on 
three - inch cardboard 
squares, then cut out. Melt 
three vanilla Flavor Rolls 
in double boiler. Use melted 
Flavor Roll as "glue" to 
attach cord looped to top of 
cardboard ornament. Flat- 
ten Flavor Rolls in other 
utsired colors and flavors 
on cutting board, using roll- 
ing pin. Cut into shapes 
needed to form ornament's 
design with scissors. Com- 
plete design using Berries, 
Drops, Crows and other 
candies. Affix all candy to 
cardboard with vanilla Fla- 
vor Roll "glue." 


How To Make Silver Bells 
MATERIALS: Seven paper 
cups in various sizes, alu- 
minum foil, seven Tootsie 
Pops, ribbon and large bow. 
EQUIPMENT: Skewer, 
scissors and stapler. 


DIRECTIONS: Use skew- 
er, or scissors point, to 
punch hole in bottom center 
of each cup. Cut out seven 
strips of aluminum foil, 
each three inches wider 
than depth of cups. Wrap 
foil around each cup, tuck- 
ing in edge at top and fold- 
ing neatly over 
bottom. 


(Make certain the hole re- 
mains open.) Cut seven 
strips of ribbon in varying 
lengths from six to twelve 
inches. Run one length 
through hole in cup bottom, 
pull to inside and tie double 
knot around middle of Toot- 
sie Pop stick. Push end of 
stick back through the hole 
and bend about one-half 
inch of stick end to secure 
pop inside cup as bell "clap- 
per." Place a band of rib- 
bon around outside of cup to 
form'design, secure edges 
by stapling. Complete re- 
maining cups and staple 
tops of ribbons together, 
arranging bells to hang at- 
tractively at varying levels. 
Attach a large bow to rib- 
bon tops, concealing ends, 
and hang on door or from 
chandelier.
